And tliero could lie no 
eiu on liia part, if he should eiimneipute thorn 
na soon ns lie could do it. Hence the legal 
relation is tint always sinful. It was also said 
that the laws in norm! Stales prohibit eninnci- 
pntion, and render it impossible for tile mus¬ 
ter to fruu his slnves; mid therefore he may 
Riistnin the legal relation, and if he treut his 
slaves well, is justified. 

To this it was replied, thnt the legal rela¬ 
tion was a fiction , and statutes prohibiting 
emancipation, like ail other slave statutes, 
a utility. 

1. The legal relation of master nnd slave 
is a fiction, because it is not in the power of 
human laws to change the natural rights and 
relations of men. The relations we eustnin to 
each other ns children of one common Parent 
were instituted by God himself. They are a 
part of the laws of nature. They exist with¬ 
out our agency, nnd beyond our control. And 
a Legislature which should enact that wo do 
not sustain the relation of universal brother¬ 
hood to any class of our race records its own 
folly just as much a* it would to solemnly en¬ 
act thnt hereafter the earth should revolve 
from cast to west. The relation which I sus¬ 
tain to man is that of a brother; and when a 
little knot of slaveholders enact tliut this re¬ 
lation shall be changed to one of ownership, 
shall we say that the relation ordained of 
God is abolished, nnd u new legal relation es¬ 
tablished.’ 1 Suppose the Legislature of Maine 
should make a statute thnt my child shall he 
my slave, does any one suppose that the rela¬ 
tion between us would be at nil changed? And 
should we hear eminent divines dignifying it 
with tlie name of “legal relation?’’ Black- 
stone says that “no human laws are of any 
validity if contrary to the laws of nature.”— 
How then can laws of no validity affect or 
change the relations of men? And if, in con¬ 
sequence of these invalid laws, we change 
our conduct towards any of our fellow crea¬ 
tures in any respect, what excuse have we? 

2. The mere legal relation is a fiction, be¬ 
cause the law never createi relations of prop¬ 
erty. The design of law is not to create re¬ 
lations, but to protect them. As suith our 
Declaration of Independence, “for the pro¬ 
tection of these (our natural rights) Civil 
Governments are instituted among men.”— 
Law is made to protect rights, ami when it 
has done this, it has fulfilled its office. No 
man ever calls for law to be enforced, except 
for protection. Ami all laws arc merely a 
contract between the several individuals in a 
community, that they will mutually protect 
each other. Or ns Blnekstoim has it in his 
Commentaries, (Vol. 1, p. 4S>,) “a contract 
that the community should guard the right of 
each individual member.” Laws, therefore, 
never purport to create relations of property 
or ownership. They arc merely a promise 
on the part of the community, to assist in the 
protection of these relations. And slave 
statutes do uot even profess to create the re¬ 
lation of master and slave. They merely 
*ay that a mail may make this relation him¬ 
self, and it ho wants any help to enforce it, 
his ncighhois will help him. The relation 
(as it exists not in nature or justice) is al¬ 
ways made by the slaveholder himself. And 
provided he is able atone to enforce it, the 
statute never has any ell'cct upon it. To talk 
about the laws compelling a man to be a 
slaveholder therefore, is to talk nonsense.— 
Or to say that the laic makes a miiu a slave¬ 
holder, is to say a falsehood. No man ever 
held a slave, that did it not freely, nnd of his 
own consent. The most that any slave stat¬ 
ute ever did, was to oiler him the privilege of 
doing so, which offer.he might accept or re¬ 
ject. 

One would almost think whilo reading 
some of the “organic siu” discussions, that 
laws in this country were all incarnated, and 
went about putting themselves in execution. 
Divines talk gravely about a man’s being en¬ 
slaved by /ate, just ns though men hud noth¬ 
ing to (io with the business. 1 know of no 
heller name for such reasoning, than organic 
nonsense. Every slave in our land has been 
enslaved by man, and men have done it by 
force. This force may be applied according 
to law —but cveu slave law no more enslaves 
a mnu, than chemistry kills him if 1 give u 
compound puisou. Let humuii agency, with 
its force he withdrawn, and no one held in 
bondage, except by mere naked statutes, and 
slavery with its “organic sin,” (wbicli of 
course nil still remains) would be au abstrac¬ 
tion, indeed. 

3. Therefore if I inherit slaves, I am not 
a slaveholder on thnt account. No relation¬ 
ship of that kind exists till 1 make it myself. 
1 can repudiate any such relation if I see lit. 
In that ease there never is any relation be¬ 
tween me and those slaves for slave law to 
act upon, unci enforce. It is not true, but 

false .to say that I sustain a legal relation with¬ 
out any voluntary act on my part. All that 
1 inherit is the privilege of enslaving them. 
If I can liberate those persons who are thus 
within my reucli, 1 ought, of course, tu do it. 
And in doing it, I may cumply with the re¬ 
quisitions ot slave statutes if uecessury, and 
not acknowledge their validity, any more than 
I should acknowledge the validity of piracy 
by paying the ransom of a friend to the Alge¬ 
rine pirates. 

Hut it is said that the laws in many Slates 
forbid emancipation. It is not true tlmt any 
laws forbid emancipation except upon such 
terms as slaveholders con comply with. Any 
sdnveholder can liberate his slaves by carry¬ 
ing them to ihu free (stales, and this ho ought 
to do, whether required of him or nut. He 
has enslaved them, and robbed them of all 
their earnings, ami he ought to make restitu¬ 
tion, whatever the consequences might lie to 
himself. And ho can do it. I do not heliovo 
there is n person in thu United Staten, who 
rcully desires to emancipate bis slaves, ami is 
prevented by theso laws. The uniform tes¬ 
timony of suoli men as Mirney, Brisbane, uml 
C. M. Clay, bus been tliut these laws arc no 
obstacle to voluntary emancipation. 

But if they were such an obstacle ns is nre- 
temled, they would alliird no excuse. If I in¬ 
herit slaves, 1 must do all I eon to set them 
free. Ifaflor this other nictl tuke them and 
enslave them again, it is not my fault. I have 
borne mv testimony against sliivoliidiling, and 
especially against tlmt class of slaveholders, 
who “hold staves for their good, and treat 
them welt,” nnd are thus duing tenfold more 
than cruet slaveholders to keep the system in 
good repute, ami lengthen out its existence. 
T must not do evil that good may come. And 
having done my duty, I am not responsible 
for wilNt others do to those whom I could not 
liberate. W. Davis.

It. is true it proves tlmt there 
is no such thing ns that intangible spirituali¬ 
zation, which some cull “the system,” and 
others call slavery,—of which nobody is guilty. 
It makes slavcholdiug an individual chime in 
all cases. We need not seek for “systems,” 
or “relations.” The man who puts his hund 
on his fellow-man to enslave him, performs an 
individual act, just ns much ns if he puts 
forth ills hand to murder him. And slave- 
holding, just like all other chimes, is to he 
put down by law. Our object is to bring its 
victims under the protection of law. We seek 
to abolish slavery, not ns we would a i.erai, 
tariff, by repealing law,—but ns wc would 
put down chime, by enforci.no valid law.— 
Slavery is not the creature of the Inw, hut a 
criminal act, contrary to nil valid Inw. And 
“there wim. be such a thing as slavery,” so 
long ns men enslave each other. There is no 
‘•metaphysical refinement” about this. It is 
plain common sense. Law is made to “pro¬ 
tect rights,” and there are three millions in 
this country who have not boon protected.— 
Our object is to protect them. Anil when the 
fug of “organic sins” and “legal relations” 
lias been blown away, the people will see 
what there is to be done, mid how to do it.

Clay ns their Candidate for President in 1848; 
but lute events have rendered this design quite 
certain. Recently a Grand Celebration of 
Mr. Clay’s birth day was got up in New York 
City with no other view than to advance this 
subject. To it Messrs. Crittenden, Clayton, 
Mangiim, Morehend, Barrow, Oarritt Davis, 
Simmons, Collier and Corwin, were invited; 
but owing to the state of the Oregon question 
in the Senate they could not attend. They 
however wrote letters, filled with the most 
fulUtimmed mail-worship nnd adoration of 
Henry Clay. Six or seven slaveholders, to 
two or three others. This was very appro¬ 
priate. The following we quote from the N. 
York Tribune. 

“Hon. J. L. Write, a Member of the 27th 
Congress, ro.4o in obedience to calls from 
every part of the Hall. He spoke at length 
in animated nnd eloquent recital of the lofty 
character, eminent ability nnd uncqualed pub¬ 
lic services of Henry Clay, bis iniquitous 
defeat in 1844, nnd the disasters thereby en¬ 
tailed on the country. Mr. White declared 
that, in regard to the next Presidential Elec¬ 
tion, it was his own purpose to consult Doty 
only, eschewing Policy and Expediency,—to 
ask, not who can be elected, but who might to 
be, nnd, in the discharge of his duty to the 
Nation mid the man best fitted to preside over 
her destinies, he should disregard nil policy 
and party nominations dictated thereby, anil 
go for Henry Clay and none other. '( I'liis 
announcement was received with nine deafen 
ing and till but unanimous cheers.) Mr. YV, 
continued :<> speak for some time in denunci¬ 
ation of “that sneaking word policy” and the 
idea it represented, concluding with a declar¬ 
ation thnt, if Henry Clay should be alive it 
1848, he would disregard all local and sec¬ 
tional appeals, knowing no locality but Ash¬ 
land, no man but Henry Clay. He sntdowt 
atnid prolonged and enthusiastic cheering.” 

( 0 O’ Here was a complete vindication of 
the ground on which the Liberty party has 
defended itself, and a contemptuous repudia¬ 
tion of every urguinciit the Whigs have 
employed ngninst us. Even the “sneaking 


bors of that Conference appear to have been 
alarmed lest hy i-amaining with the church 
north, their slnveholding membership should 
lie disturbed. The following passage from an 
Address issued by the Conference will show 
how that is. 

‘The Conference has learned, indeed, that 
the dissausIticiiiMi which some express with 
their present church relation, is not on ac¬ 
count of evils which exist, but the apprehen¬ 
sion of evils to come. They have been made 
to believe that the M. E. Cliureh will be 
forced (now that many of the Southern Con¬ 
ferences have left Itel ) into such nil alteration 
of her discipline, ns to make nuit-sluvehold- 
ing, whatever tho circumstances of the case 
may he, ii condition of church fellowship.— 
But we linvc given no rcHSuti to suppose we 
could, as n Conference, be forced into sued ti 
position. Nor have we any cuuse to fear that 
uur sister Conferences desire to force us into 
it. There are four Annual Conferences in 
the M. F.. Church which have slnveholding 
territory, and which, in litis respect, are cir¬ 
cumstanced ns We are. And the preachers in 
these Conferences know that suuli u rule of 
discipline, besides being unjust nnd oppres¬ 
sive to masters who cannot make their ser¬ 
vants free, would also lie exceedingly injuri-. 
mis to the slaves themselves. We could not, 
therefore, consent to such a rule tinder the 
circumstances in which tlm laws of the slave¬ 
holding states have placed us: nnd wo have 
no reason to believe that our sister Confer¬ 
ences entertain any purpose or design to af¬ 
flict us. On the contrary, we have the utmost 
confidence, in at least a largo majority of 
them, that they are entirely with the disci¬ 
pline as it is in this respect. 

In taking llio position above expressed, tile 
Conference is gratified to find, that it is sus¬ 
tained bv much the larger portion of the 
memorialists from whom communications 
have been received—all of llmm residing in 
the State of Virginiu ; nnd it is confidently 
believed that those memorialists themselves, 
whose request the Conference bus been com¬ 
pelled to decline, will, upon more mature re¬ 
flection, acquiesce iu the propriety of our 
course.” 

This Conference then understands that

anti-slavery principle is adopted with accla¬ 
mation—“uot what con be, but what OUGH’I 
to be.” Surely we have learned tho Whigs 
something anil hope to learn them still inure.

“Matthew L. Davis, 1st Vico President, 
responded with much felicity to the 12th 
toast, exhorting the Whigs to stick to Henry 


with prayer, as usual, then we would 
about it. But be swore he wanted nothing 
of the praying—the house was made to wor¬ 
ship God in, and it should be used for noth¬ 
ing else, and a motion was made to adjourn. 

By this time the house was well filled with 
men and women, who were ashamed of the 
disturbance and desirous to bear on the sub¬ 
ject for which they bad come together. The 
hero of Meeting-house sanctity, whose pious | Elisha, 
grief was scarcely supportable could not wait 
to hear the motion debated much, but con¬ 
tinued to annoy nnd disturb the meeting for 
some time. He then called out another man 
(who was said to be half drunk) as his wit¬ 
ness, that the owners of the house were op¬ 
posed to its being occupied by the meeting. 

But finding nobody frightened, and no pros¬ 
pect of success, he became quiet, sat down 
and listened attentively the rest of the after¬ 
noon. Abolitionists should always demand 
their rights and maintain thein—not tamely 
yield them to appease every unreasonable 
opposer. A more deeply interested audience 
during the rest of the day and evening we 
have never met. We think those who ven¬ 
tured to take the lead iu that shameful distur¬ 
bance have good right to complain of the po¬ 
litical wire-workers there for not openly sup¬ 
porting them when their help was needed.— 

Wc doubt if they undertake another such bus¬ 
iness for them. The cause in that town, nnd 
othors in the vicinity, is advancing. This 
opposers ndpiit. In Unity measures nre in 
progress for forming a Liberty Association, 
which will embrace ninny of the best minds 
and hearts in town. 

We would not blame too severely those 
who attempted to break up that meeting.— 

The community lias been instructed to be¬ 
lieve that political sins were not to bo expos¬ 
ed distinctly, nml repentance dcimtudcd ns 
for other crimes. Hence, when (but is faith¬ 
fully done, nnd the principles of the bible arc 
clearly applied oil those subjects, there is re¬ 
sistance.

It would nm bo wise to swallow it, or any 
gritty substance in large quantities, ot very 
frequently: hut once or twice a xvevk ft little 
would he salutary rather tiffin otherwise. A 
hit of charcoal as big us a cherry merely held 
in the mou.li a few hours without chewing, 
has a good effect. At first, most people di- 
like to chew it, but use soon renders it far 
from disagreeable. Those who are troubled 
with an offensive breath might chew it very 
often, and swallow it hut seldom. It is pecu 
liarly important lo clean and rinse the irn'titl 
thoroughly before going to bed, otherwise a 
great deal of destructive acid will form during 

u nigh'.. 

If these hints induce only one person 
take better rare of the teeth, 1 shall he more
